Over  a long  period  of  years,  with  infinite  patience,  and  a rare  sense  of  values, 
the  late  George  O.  Walton  of  Roanoke,  Virginia  had  formed  an  extraordinary  col-

In  ihe  pant  twenti/  i/enrs  collectivf/  Paper  Money  innueci  by  ilie  Vniied 
States  has  experienced  cycles  of  interest  a.nd  trends.  While  the  late  (ieorye 
Walton  was  an  ardent  .student  of  Xnmisinatics  for  a great  number  of  years,  his 
preference  for  T'nited  States  coinage  was  notable  and  it  was  his  parlicnlar  de- 
sire to  complete,  if  pos.sible,  the  Paper  Money  series  for  the  collection .

A complete  illustrated  guide  with  viduations  for  Paper  Money  of  the  Hnited 
States,  authored  by  Robert  Friedberg,  is  available  for  reference.  All  notes  offered 
here  have  been  attributed  to  his  systematic  numbering  and  are  preceded  by  Fr.  ff. 

VERY  RARE  DEMAND  NOTES 

These  were  the  first  notes  issued  by  the  United  States,  by  authority  of 
C ongress  under  Acts  of  July  17,  1861  and  August  .5,  1861,  all  of  which  bear  the 
date  August  10,  1861.  They  were  issued  in  $5.00,  $10.00,  and  $20.00  denominations. 

The  notes  were  payable  “on  demand”  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer  at  New 
York  as  well  as  at  the  Sub-Treasuries  in  Philadelphia,  Bo.ston,  Cincinnati,  and 
St.  Louis.  These  are  the  only  notes  which  do  not  bear  the  officiid  “.seal”  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  Department . All  demand  notes  arc  very  rare  and  seldom 
obtainable,  primarily  due  to  the  fact  lhal  most  of  them  have  been  redeemed.

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Issued  under  Acts  of  Congress,  February  25,  1863  and  June  3,  1864.  By  the 
National  Banking  Act  all  banks  ha.ving  charters  from  the  Government  were  al- 
lowed to  issue  notes  by  depositing  government  bonds  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  at  Washington  to  an  amount  lUnited  to  90%  of  the  par  value  of 
the  bonds  so  deposited.  The  notes  for  all  banks  were  of  the  same  design,  the  only 
variations  being  the  blank  provision  for  the  namie  and  address  of  the  bank,  its 
charter  number,  date  of  charter,  with  space  provided  for  the  signatures  of  the 
President  and  Cashier  of  the  bank.  Some  of  these  are  signed  in  pen  and  ink. 

There  were  three  distinct  charter  periods,  each  representing  a major  design 
change  in  the  notes.  Minor  type  varieties  exist  in  the  third  charter  period,  as  can 
be  evidenced  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  note  as  well  as  the  color  of  the  seal.

While  this  offering  could  be  classed  as  a collection,  it  should  be  better  de- 
scribed as  a “hoard.”  What  it  lachs  in  quality,  it  offers  in  quantity.  This  of- 
fering accounts  for  the  reason  that  these  items  have  not  been  generally  available 
to  collectors.  Quite  obviously,  Mr.  Walton  acquired  all  that  ever  came  to  his 
attention,  without  regard  to  condition  or  rarity. 

Encased  Postage  was  an  idea,  conceived  and  patented  by  J.  Ga^ilt  in  1862. 

In  the  period  during  and  following  the  Civil  War,  it  was  commonplace  to  use 
stamps  in  lieu  of  coins  (which  were  in  acute  shortage) . Gault  invented  this  round 
brass  frame  with  mica  which  protected  it  from  dirt  and  abuse.  For  commercial 
purposes  advertising  was  solicited  and  embossed  on  the  reverse.  In  general,  stamp 
issues  of  1861  were  enclosed  in  the  item..  They  exist  in  1,  2,  3,  5,  10,  12,  24,  30, 
and  90  cent  denominations.  The  Two  Cent  is  a great  rarity,  of  which  possibly 
three  are  known.  All  of  the  high  values  are  rare  and  desirable. 

All  Encased  Postage  are  attributed  to  Friedberg’s  systematic  numbering  as 
outlined  in  his  Paper  Money  of  the  United  States  reference  book.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  these  items  are  seldom  offered  for  sale,  we  have  deviated  from  our  visual 
policy  of  not  printing  estimates  and  alongside  each  lot  have  included  our  esti- 
mate of  the  current  market  values.

CONFEDERATE  STATES  PAPER  MONEY 

The  Confederate  States  of  America  established  a.  lyrovisional  government  and 
capital  at  Montgomery,  Alabama  on  February  9,  1861.  Jefferson  Davis  of  Mis- 
sissippi, and  A.  H.  Stephens  of  Georgia,  were  elected  President  and  Vice-President, 
respectively.  During  the  Civil  War  enormous  amounts  of  Confederate  Currency 
were  issued.  Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  War  in  1861,  the  first  issue,  i.  e. 
“Montgomery  Notes”  and  a few  later  issues,  were  accepted  as  legal  tender. 
Needless  to  say  as  the  conflict  progressed,  confidence  in  this  currency  dwindled 
to  eventual  nil.  At  the  end  of  the  War  most  of  the  worthless  currency  was  de- 
stroyed. In  some  cases,  however,  it  was  retained  for  sentimental  reasons  and. 
curiosity.  From  this  part  of  history  the  serious  collecting  of  notes  of  the  Con- 
federate States  and  their  study  began.  Today  it  is  interesting,  popular,  and  in 
demand.

It  was  reported 
found  in  an  "inner- wall"  of  a Virginia  bank  while  undergoing  remodelling. 
The  story  relates  of  the  vault  being  constructed  in  1862  to  protect  money, 
deeds,  and  other  records  from  the  advancing  Union  Army.  We  cannot  verify 
or  warrant  that  this  story  is  true. 

At  the  time  of  the  publicity  break  in  1957  this  package  was  said  to  con- 
tain a number  of  Confederate  $3.00  bills.  Closer  examination,  by  breaking 
the  twine,  after  Mr.  Walton's  death  reveals  that  these  18  specimens  of  the 
$3.00  bill  were  actually  Virginia  notes  and  not  Confederate. 

Of  considerable  historical  interest,  possibly  a museum  item,  and  should 
be  worth  $1,500.00.

THE  CHARLOTTE  MINT 
Opened  1837  Closed  1861 

Chnrlotlc  was  designaied  os  a site  for  a hranch  of  the  Philadelphia  viiwt  hg 
Congress  on  Xoremher  25th,  1835,  after  a five  year  struggle  hy  gold  miners  in 
Mecklenburg,  Anson,  Union,  Caharms,  Puthcrford  and  Davidson  Counties. 

Carolina’s  fight  for  a mint  wa.'<  hindered  by  the  fact  that  Bechtler  was 
minting  private  gold  coins.  When  the  Charlotte  mint  opened  this  practice  was 
discontinued.  While  the  mint  opened  July  27,  1837  for  the  proces.<ting  of  Paw 
Cold,  it  did  not  commence,  the  striking  of  gold  coins  nntil  early  1838. 

From,  the  time  of  its  opening  in  1837  to  May  21,  1861  the  day  following 
North  Carolina’s  secession  from  the  Union,  when  it  ivas  disbanded,  $5,059,188 
in  gold  was  minted  at  Charlotte.  All  the  metal  was  mined  in  this  section,  indic- 
ating the  immenseness  of  “Piedmont’s  Gold  Boom’’. 

The  Civil  IJ’ar  proved  disastrous  to  the  Charlotte  mint.  It  never  reopened 
as  a United  States  mint.  During  the  war,  the  Confederacy  used  the  mint  building 
as  naval  offices.  When  the  south  surrendered,  the  former  mint  was  used  as  offices 
for  the  Federal  armies  in  the  area  during  the  reconstruction  period. 

This  is  the  history  and  origin  of  the  Charlotte  mint.  The  shining  .substance  is 
no  longer  sought  and  no  money  ha.s  been  minted  here  since  the  Civil  War.  However, 
on  West  Trade  Street,  a handsome  white  building  stands  as  a monument  to  Caro- 
lina’s “own  gold  rush”.

THE  DAHLONEGA  MINT 
Opened  1838  Closed  1861 

Up  until  the  famous  California  gold  stril-es  in  1849  Dalilonega  boasted  the 
most  important  gold  mines  in  the  United  States,  and  was  the  site  of  the  first 
government  branch  mint  for  coining  gold  exclusiveli/.  The  discover}/  of  richer 
lodes  in  the  west,  however,  drew  most  of  the  miners  aivay,  and  Dahlonega  lost  her 
prestige  as  a gold  producing  center. 

Gold  ivas  first  discovered  in  the  Dahlonega  section  on  tnrke}/  hill  in  1823  by  a 
hunter.  Indians  Tcnew  of  the  precious  metal  long  before,  for  the  region  ivas  Icnown 
to  them  as  Tah-lon-e-ka,  or  “yellow  metaU’  from  which  the  town  derives  its 
name.  The  land  was  then  in  Cherokee  territory,  but  other  land  was  given  the 
Indians  in  e.xcha.nge  for  it.  Then  the  gold  lands  were  disposed  of  by  the  state  in 
the  great  gold  lottery  of  1832,  when  the  district  was  surveyed  in  40  acre  lots  and 
raffled  off  at  $5.00  per  lot.  Dealing  in  this  real  estate  made  several  great  fortunes 
for  the  earlier  purchasers.  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  through  his  daughter  donated  one 
million  dollars  to  the  City  of  Neio  York  to  build  what  is  now  known  as  the  New 
York  Public  Library,  a small  part  of  the  fortune  he  made  in  these  famous  land 
deals. 

Dahlonega  has  seen  gold  rushes  as  colorful  as  those  of  the  west.  At  one.  time, 
during  the  Andrew  Jackson  administration.  Governor  Gilmer  was  forced  to  call  for 
Federal  Troops  to  keep  down  the  riots,  when  the  State  Militia  teas  found  inade- 
quate to  cope  with  the  situation. 

The  first  U.  S.  gold  coins  using  domestic  metal  were  issued  from  gold  mined 
in  the  Dahlonega  region  in  1829.  The  mint  was  erected  in  Dahlonega  in  1838  for 
the  exclusive  coining  of  gold.  A little  less  than  $7,000,000  was  coined  in  the  build- 
ing before  the  Civil  If'ar.  In  1861  the  Confederacy  confiscated  all  United  States 
jtroperty  and  the  Governor  of  Georgia  took  over  management  of  the  Dahlonega, 
mint.  After  the  tear  betiveen  the  states,  the  property  was  returned  to  the  Ihiited 
States.  However,  it  had  deteriorated  to  such  a degree  that  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  sell  or  destroy  the  property.  In  lieu  of  this,  Congrc.ss  ultimately  agreed  to 
award  the  property  to  the  Sta.te  of  Georgia  for  educational  purposes.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  Son  Francisco  from  Febru- 
ary 20th  to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and  open- 
ing of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions  ever  held  in 
the  United  States  and  attracted  world  wide  attention.  Forty-four  States, 
United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  represented. 
The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition  are  among  the  most  in- 
teresting of  the  United  States  Commemorative  issues. 

These  were  the  first  Fifty  Dollar  gold  coins  to  be  issued  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  Government.  Approximately  1,500  sets  were 
struck,  although  only  483  sets  were  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The  balance  of 
the  issue  was  remelted.  We  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  those  sold  still  exist, 
making  it  quite  rare.  This  is  probably  the  most  popular  and  sought-after 
set  of  coins  on  the  market  today.  These  sets  were  originally  sold  for  $200.00 
back  in  1915.  They  have  steadily  increased  in  value,  to  a point  today  where 
they  are  quoted  at  $9,000.00.  It  is  an  excellent  investment  that  certainly 
never  loses  it  value.

Kellogg  <$'  Co.  is  reported  to  have  heen  one  of  the  mo.‘<t  important  Private 
Assayers  in  California.  The  firm  was  organized  in  1853  hy  John  G.  Kellogg,  an 
employee  of  Moffatt  4'  Co.  together  with  George  F.  Eichter  of  the  Federal  Assay 
office.  Their  first  coins  were  dated  1854.  They  issued  $30.00  pieces  in  1854  and 
1855,  as  well  as  round  $50.00  pieces  in  1855.  These  $50.00  pieces  are  extremely 
rare.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  San  Francisco  mint  was  then  producing  coins, 
Kellogg  issued  a large  quantity  of  gold  coin  in  1855.

Oregon  Territory,  as  the  other  portion  of  the  “Pioneer  Country  promptly 
felt  the  need  of  coins  or  some  inedmm  of  exchange  to  replace  the  inconvenient 
gold  dust  prevalent  at  that  time  as  practically  the  only  medium  of  exchange.  The 
Oregon  Exchange  Company  composed  of  Messrs.  Kilhurne,  Magruder,  Taylor, 
Abernathy,  Jl  ilson.  Rector,  Campbell  and  Smith  established  a mint  at  Oregon 
City,  and  a blaclc.smith,  Thomas  Powell  created  the  mint  machinery  necessary  to 
manufacture  coins.  The  first  coins  issued  were  the  $5.00  pieces  and  then  followed 
by  the  valuable  amd  sought  after  $10.00  pieces.  Both  of  these  coins  are  very  rare, 
the  Ten  Dollar  being  much  more  desirable,  and  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  this 
collection.

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah 

The  Mormons  fell  the  some  'need  for  a convenient  monei/  or  coin  as  did  the 
other  Pioneers.  Therefore,  in  1849,  the  Mormons  established  their  own  mint,  and 
struck  coins  from  gold  obtained  in  California.  The  first  Director  of  the  mint  teas 
Thomas  Bullock,  and  the  coiner  was  John  Kag.  The  dies  were  engra.ved  by  a 
local  dentist,  James  M.  Barlow.  The  Mormons  coined  gold  coins  of  all  denomina- 
tions,  between  1849  and  1860,  from  the  $2..50  to  the  $20.00,  including  three  var- 
ieties of  the  $,5.00.  While  all  Mormon  coins  are  (/uite  rare,  the  rarest  are  the  $10.00 
and  $20.00  coins.  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  ever  been  able  to  offer  a complete 
set  a.t  auction.

The  bank  and  mint  was  opened  in  1860  to  make  it 
more  convenient  for  the  purchase  of  gold  du.'ft  from  the  miners.  The  $20.00  pieces 
of  this  firm,  the  rarest  of  their  issue,  are  of  a.  higher  standard  and/or  weight 
than  similar  denominations  of  the  regular  United  States  coinage.

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THE  HISTORY  OF  BECHTLER  COINAGE 


Many  millions  of  dollars  in  gold  have  been  mined  in  the  foot-hills  of  the  North 
Carolina  mountains  since  the  first  nugget  was  found  on  a farm  in  Cabarrus  County 
in  1799.  Rutherford  County  and  Rutherfordton  have  the  distinction  of  having  the  only 
private  mint  ever  to  strike  substantial  amounts  of  coin  in  the  south-eastern  United 
States  outside  of  the  U.  S.  Mints. 


Christopher  Bechtler,  Sr.,  his  sons  Augustus  and  Charles,  and  his  nephew 
Christopher  Bechtler,  Jr.  came  to  Rutherford  County  in  1830  after  emigrating  from 
Germany.  Christopher,  Sr.  and  Augustus  were  skilled  artisans  in  all  types  of  metal, 
and  immediately  opened  a jewelry  shop  in  Rutherfordton.  They  also  carried  on 
operations  as  gunsmiths,  miners,  and  refiners.  (All  of  the  guns  and  jewelry  they 
created  command  premium  prices  today.) 

Gold  in  dust  and  nugget  form  was  used  as  a medium  of  exchange,  as  state  notes 
and  other  unstable  monies  were  rapidly  shrinking  in  value.  At  this  point  Christopher 
Bechtler,  Sr.  recognized  the  need  for  a "Hard"  circulating  medium  and  decided  to 
establish  a refining  and  coining  office.  Preparations  were  made  for  coining  gold  and 
on  July  2,  1831  he  advertised  that  he  would  be  available,  to  put  into  coin  form,  gold 
dust  from  the  local  mines.  Christopher  Bechtler,  Sr.  opened  the  assay  office  and 
coining  shop  and  began  operations;  he  was  assisted  by  his  capable  son  Augustus 
throughout  the  entire  coining  period.  All  of  the  dies  as  well  as  the  machinery  for 
striking  the  coins  were  made  by  them.  They  struck  coins  continually  from  1831  to 
1842  when  Christopher,  Sr.  died.  From  available  records  the  coinage  totalled 
$2,241,850  50. 


Augustus  Bechtler  moved  the  coining  shop  from  its  original  location  and  con- 
tinued minting  operations  after  his  father's  death  for  about  one  year.  Very  little 
coining  was  done  by  Augustus  Bechtler  as  the  commission  for  assaying  and  striking 
was  only  2‘/2%.  We  presume  he  found  the  jewelry  profession  much  more  lucrative 
and  devoted  more  time  to  it. 

Christopher  Bechtler,  Jr.  went  into  business  with  Augustus  and  probably  did  most 
of  the  coining  because  he  did  not  have  his  uncle's  or  cousin's  knowledge  of  metal 
working.  He  did  not  command  the  respect  which  his  uncle  enjoyed  and  on  one 
occasion  a report  from  the  Director  of  the  U.  S.  Mint  indicated  that  his  coins  assayed 
lower  than  the  nominal  value  marked  on  them.  Yet  they  still  circulated  freely! 

An  interesting  sidelight  to  the  Bechtler  series  is  that  many  Confederate  contracts 
and  money  agreements  of  the  1860's  specified  Bechtler  gold  coins  as  the  consideration 
rather  than  Confederate  States  of  America  currency  or  federal  specie.
